REMARKS 

Claims 1-33 are pending in this application. By this Amendment, claims 1-3, 5- 
11, and 13-33 are amended. Entry of the amendments is requested because the 
amendments respond to specific formal objections to the claims raised for the first time 
in the October 21 , 2003. Office Action. No new matter is added. 

35 U.S.C-S 112 Rejection 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-33 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for containing asserted informalities. Applicants believe that this 
rejection is overcome with the above amendments to claims 1-3, 5-11 and 13-33.
